Wherever the results i - evealed an 
extremely high cost agents of the 
league and members in the community 
sat down with the tax collectors and 
showed them how costs were being 
kept down in other towns, boroughs 
or townships. 

A total saving of $2,018,250 has 
been shown by this process in thirty 
communities over a period of twelve 
months. State-wide application of the 
plan, according to Biddle, will show 
savings of ten to twenty times that 
sum. 

Every State can do it, he says, 
pointing out that in four years Indi- 
ana has saved her taxpayers more 
than a hundred million dollars by the 
same method.

No life can exist without water. A tree must drink 
huge quantities in order to obtain food, to grow, 
to keep cool. 

In the soil are a number of mineral substances 
which form food for trees. Small amounts of these 
dissolved in water are gathered in by the openings 
of the fine root fibers.

Well-Formed Turf 

Frees Lawn of Weeds 

Turf authorities agree that the best ' 
permanent protection against weeds 
in the lawn is a vigorous, well-formed 
sod or turf. Young weeds have dif- 
ficulty in gaining a foothold in such 
a turf. 

In those portions of the lawn where 
weeds are already established it is de- 
sirable to dig them carefully from the 
lawn. Then by following a systematic 
and sound lawn maintenance pro- 
gram of seeding, feeding, watering 
and mowing they can be kept under 
control. 

Experiments prove that weeds 
thrive where grass is thin or in a 
weakened condition. Starved or half- 
starved grass has little chance of com- 
batting the growth of weeds. A 
thickly matted turf of vigorous grass, 
having a strong root system, is needed 
to eliminate them.

Such a turf is not easy to pene- 
lra te- — the weed is handicapped. The 
mat of well developed roots crowds 
around the roots of the weed and 
thereby hinders its growth, all of 
which has a tendency to choke out the 
weeds. 

By mowing often and regularly the 
weed is prevented from making any 
substantial top growth and from going 
to seed. Each cutting will "bleed" 
and weaken the weed and being 
further handicapped by the well de- 
veloped turf and roots produced by 
proper feeding of the grass the weed 
is eventually eliminated. 

When building a new lawn your first 
consideration after the actual job of 
grading and seeding is over is to de- 
velop this heavily matted sod. Quick 
growth, made during the cool periods 
of spring, is the objective, so the lawn 
will be strong enough to withstand 
the scorching sun of July and Au- 
gust. Assist this growth by applying 
four pounds of complete plant food per 
100 square feet, and working it well 
into the soil. Then later in the spring 
make an additional application of two 
pounds and wash it down into the soil. 
Get seeds of hardy annuals and 
vegetables into the ground as soon as 
possible. 



Keep careful watch over your seed- 
lings in flats, so they do not dry out, 
or become crowded. 



Tender plants in flats should be 
kept away from the hot sun until they 
are strong, then given the direct light 
gradually.
